ROCK FALL MEANT DEATH 


For Twenty Hours Men Labored to 


Cut Way Through Sheet of Steel or 
Dig Themselves Out at Side of Bore. I 
"Last Hope" Prove* Successful.

OR twenty hours eignt •workmen 


were entombed in the hu^e 
New York CatsUill aqueduct 
tunnel under the Hudson river 


at Storm King. A part of the tunnel's 
roofing caved in, hemming them in. 
says the New York American. 


Jt was about 10:30 p. m. when tn« 


imprisoned men were released from the 
trap. The accident happened shortly 
after the men began work the morning 
of the preceding day at 0.30, but none 
of the other workmen knew of it until 
ttie nieu were holstsd from the tucnul 
late at night. 


Foreman John Bnllock had ordered 


seven men to descend to the bottom of 
the shaft with him and then set them 
at work to drill a hole in the heavy 
steel plating for the purpose of rivet- 
ing the steel sheets together. 


1,300 
Feet Under River 
Bed. 


The men. were working in a precari- 


ous position about thirteen or fourteen 
feet from the foot of the shaft and 
about 1,300 feet under the river bed. 


It was while engaged iu dulling the 


hole in the sheet of steel that the ends 
of the sheet became loosened from the 
holding and fell. 
The center of the 


piece of steel was supported by the 
drill, and as all the men were working 
uear the drill the sheet did not touch 
the men. 


At this point the tunnel is about S by 


10 feet, and the steel sheet blocked the 
passage so that the men could move 
neither way. 
The workmen were fur- 


ther endangered by the water which 
began to rush into the tunnel. 


The Foreman's Story. 


Bullock gave the following story: 
"1 was scared when I realized that 


we were entrapped in the tunnel and 
was the only man in the gang that 
knew that the rocks overhead were 
liable to give way at any moment 
when the steel plating fell, so I felt 
Hie situation more than the rest. 


"As best I could I »ried to encour- 


age the men by telling them they were 
safe and that it would be only a mat- 
ter of a few hours until we would be 


ninety-day sentmcp in the York coun-1 
ty jail, enjoyed i-everal hours' liberty i 
yesterday, when he was released by | 
Sheriff William Haas in mstake.
